ously and candidly ask, if all who oppose such 
a revival of religion as has been described, do 
not oppose the temporal and eternal good of 
men, and the glory of Jehovah? And if so— 
if they oppose, understandingly and wilingly, 
the happiness of individuals and society, and 
the honor and glory of their Maker, ought they 
not to be distrustful of their own piety? Ought 
they not, if they do this, willingly and willfully, 
to conclude, that they are enemies to God, 
Christ, and their fellow men, and destitute of 
that * holiness w ityout which no man shall see 
the Lord.” It would seem, that no candid, 
well informed, and well disposed person could 
object to such a revival of religion, How is it 
possible! Should there be any whose hearts 
rise against such a display of the power and 
grace of God in the conversion and salvation 
of souls, they are affectionately and solemuly 
entreated to stop in their Opposition and con- 
sider; consider lest haply they be found even 
to fight against God; lest God in his wrath de- 
nounce them: ‘* Wo unto you, for ve shut up 
the kingdom of heaven against men; for ye 
neither go in yourselves, neither suffer ye them 
that are entering to go ins? “ Behold ye de- 
spisers, and wonder, oe! perish.’ God for- 
tid, that any should thus merit his displeasure, 
receive his rebuke, or lie under his condemua- 
tion, 

2. We see the duty of Christians in relation 
to religious revivals, 

‘They should let their light so shine before 
men, that they may see their good works, and 
glorify their Father who is in heaven. ‘They 
should watch over each other with Christian 
affection, and endeavor to reform themselves 
and their erring brethren, ‘They should con- 
verse one with another on religious subjects, 
and stir up one another’s pure minds by way 
of remembrance, They should pray for a re- 
vival of religion, particularly, cet distinetly ;— 
pray that God would pour down bis Spirit like 
rain upon the mown grass, and as showers that 
water the earth;—pray, that he would arise and 
plead his own cause, bearing in mind that the 
effectual fervent: prayer of a righteous man 
availeth much, and that God has never said to 
the seed of Jacob, Seek ye me in vain, Bur, 
alas! how culpable Christians are in soawfula 
neglect of this important duty. Beloved in the 
Lord, it should not beso, ‘The people of God, 
of all descriptions, should come up to the work 
of the Lord in building his spiritual temple, 
and be diligent and laboriousinit. ‘Phe whole 
congregation of the children of Israel, great 
and small, rich and poor, men and women, 
helped to erect the tabernacle in the wilder- 
ness. ‘The Jews who rebuilt Jerusalem wrought 
from daybreak ull the stars appeared, ‘The 
walls of Jericho did not fall til the blowing of 
the trumpets became so frequent, as to be one 
continued blast. There should be no Laodice- 
an lukewarmness. And no Christian may be 
excused in this glorious enterprise. A poor 
man in his cottage may have great influence in 
this work by bis prayers. Asa prince he may 
have power with God and prevail. Like Aaron 
and Hur he may help forward in this mighty 
achievement. Were the people of God thus 
to act, the church would speedily be enlarged, 
beautified, and blessed.—Then let Christians 
be affectionately and earnestly entreated to do 
all in their power to effect a revival of pure 
and undefiled religion, a revival of religion, in 
which Christians shall be excited to a fuller 
discharge of all boly dues; tle dead in tres- 
passes and sins arise to spiritual life, the tem- 
poral and eternal good of individuals be pro- 
moted, society benefited, Christ’s kingdom and 
the glory of God advanced. Itis to such a re- 
vival of religion and no other, that we call 
their attention, And in view of it, in view of 
the great good which shall result to individu- 
als, society and the world, we call upon them 
to lend their assistunee—to be frequent and 
fervent in prayer for the outpouring of God's 
Spirit, and the conversion of souls, to pray and 
faint not;—to converse about Christ and his 
kingdom, death, Judgment, and eternity, and 
from the fullness of their hearts, to speak for 
God and the things of religion;—to live the 
lite of the Christian, and to maintain order and 
discipline in the chureh;—to diffuse religious 
instruction and intelligence around them, and 
endeavor to excite an interest in these subjects, 
If they faithfully act up to duty in these re- 
spects, they may humbly hope that God will 
bless them, that he will grant the desire of 
their hearts, that he will open the windows of 
heaven, and pour them out a blessing, that 
there shall scarcely be room enough to receive it, 

We would also, in an affectionate and per- 
suasive manner, call upon those who have no 
hope, to yield themselves to God; to touch the 
sceptre of his and live. They must 
touch itor die. Such is Heaven’s irreversible 
decree. O then,

THE LAST PRAYER. 

One afternoon in 18—, several carriages 
were seen gathering around an elegant man- 
‘sion in the town of P——. A clergyman and 
several physicians were assembled in a darken- 
ed chamber around the accomplished Mrs. L. 
The anxious countenanees, the light tread, the 
half suppressed breathing of the attendants, the 
solemn stillness that pervaded the whole group, 
told too plainly their fearful apprehensions that 
the disease of Mrs. L. would baffle all human 
skill and prove fatal to the sufferer, She had 
been suddenly arrested in the vigor of woman- 
hood and the full flow of health, by a disease 
that had locked up all her senses in a lethargic 
stupor, from which the skill of faithful physi- 
cians, and the assiduous efforts of sympathizing 
friends could not arouse her. The loss of such 
a friend under any circumstances could not but 
be severely felt; but the affliction would seem 
greatly increased, were she to pass into the 
world of spirits, without any communication 
with those who might still linger behind. For 
several years she had been an ornament to the 
chureh; and her friends earnestly desired to 

| know whether her religion proved an unfailing 
support, when passing through the valley of 
the shadow of death; and when in the course 
of his prayer the clergyman entreated the 
Lord that her consciousness and power of 
speech might, if consistent with the divine 
will, be restored, most earnestly did every 
heart join in the request. 

When all the means which affection and 
professional sagacity could suggest had been 
tried in vain, ber little son, who bad just learn- 
ed to articulate a few words, was accidentally 
| brought into the room, With mingled fear 
and wonder he gazed upon his mother, and 
upon the attendants, watching in silence the 
issue of the disease, ‘ Ma-ma, ma-ma,” ex- 
claimed the littl pratier after a few moments 
silence. Those words effected, as if by some) 
mysterious power, what other appliances had | 
failed to accomplish; the mother opened her| 
eyes, and slowly stretching out her hand beck-| 
oned for her son. He was placed in her arms; 
in a low voice, she commended ber offspring to| 


God and prayed that he might meet her in 


heaven. ‘That was her last prayer; in a few 
hours that son was motherless. 

The scene now changes—We pass over an 
interval of twenty years and find that son in 
College. The noble and commanding form of 
William L., his urbanity of manners, and dili- 
gence in study, soon won him the esteem of 
both faculty and students, During the first 
year he held a high rank in his class and gave 
promise of eminent usefulness. But College 
life puts a young man’s principles to a severe 
test. It is a state of exposure and trial in 
which no youth is safe without devoted piety, 
n security which William L. did not possess. 
He formed unfortunate connexions with sever- 
al idle students, the effects of which were soon 
apparent in bis recitations. He was admon- 
ished of his danger, but seemed as if spell 
bound by some fascination from which he 
could pot escape. It has justly been said that 
idleness is the parent of many> vices; so it 
proved in the present instance. Idleness led 
on to dissipation; and after repeated admoni- 
tions and fruitless efforts to reclaim him, Wil- 
liam L. was expelled from Coliege a drunkard! 
Small indeed did the probability seem that his 
mother’s last prayer would be answered, 

William returned to his home, ‘The report of 
his expulsion from College, and the cause of it, 
blasted the high raised expectations of his 
friends and sounded in their ears like the Knell 
of all his prospeets and hopes. Still they en- 
deavored to throw around him such influences 
and associations as would restore his self-re- 
spect; and with all the eloquence of pure af- 
fection, they besought him to abandon at once 
and forever the intoxicating bowl, Their 
earnest entreaties led him to moderate, in some 
degree, his excesses, but produced no radical 
reformation; and his friends, wearied with un- 
availing efforts, were beginuing to conclude that 
they must give up his case us hopeless. 

One dark and cloudy evening William was 
sitting alone in his chamber, musing upon the 
great change that had within a few years come 
over his prospects, when his uncle entered the 
room, and proposed a walk. William put on 
his hat and accompanied him, Whether by 
accident or design, they walked in the direc- 
tion of the graveyard and soon found them- 
selves by the grave of Mrs, L. The white 
tomb stones around, scarcely visible in 
darkness, read a silent but impressive lesson 
ou the frailty of man. As they were leaning 
onthe grave stone of Mrs. L., the uncle gave 
William a deseription of her character and of 
the circumstances attending her death, particu- 
larly her dying prayer that he might meet her 
in heavens; “and now,” said be, taking Wil- 
liam by the hand, ‘will you meet her in heav- 
en, or will you die a drunkard? William 
burst into tears and sank down upon his moth- 
er’s grave, overwhelmed with emotion, The 
darkness without was but a faint emblem of 
the darkness and horror within. Guilt, re- 
morse, shame, stung him to an intensity of an- 
guish such as he had never known before. 
His life passed in rapid review; talents wasted 
--lime mis-spent—reputation blasted —hopes 
erushed—the hearts of friends bleeding over 
his degradation—a mother’s last fond desire 
unheeded—her last prayer unanswered—these 
and kindred reflections came crowding upon 
his thoughts, and death itself! seemed prefera- 
ble to bis presentdegradation and wretchedness. 
He retired to his chamber and to a sleepless 
pillow. The next morning when the family 
gathered around the breakfast table, they 
found on ita temperance pledge drawn up in 
strictest form and signed by Willian L. From 
that time may be dated not only a reformation 
of external eharacter, but also, as is believed, 
an internal and spiritual renovation of the heart, 

He now resolved to resume his studies and 
prepare for some useful station; but before he 
could put his purpose into execution he was 
seized with a fever which left no hope of his 
reeovery, He bore his protracted illness with- 
out a murmur, and seemed desirous of recov- 
ery only that he might counteraet in some de- 
gree the evil he bad already done. On one 
oceasion when his father told bim the physi- 
clon had recommended a litthe wine, be said, 
“father, if you insist apon it | will take the 
wine, though I should greatly prefer not to do 
it. To must die, and let me die without being 
polluted by what has well nigh wrought my 
ruin.’ His request was granted. A few days 
after, along and silent procession was seen 
moving to the ehureh yard preceded by the 
mortal remains of William L. His body slum- 
bers by the side of his sainted mother; but 
where is the spirit? We believe the mother’s 
last prayer was answered, and that her son has 
gotie to meet her in heaven.

LEAPING THE BAR. 

A few years since one of the leading advo- 
cates of the doctrine of no future punishment, 
and editor of a paper devoted to that doctrine, 
io this city, was requested inp a Communica. 
tion, to reconcile the passage of 2 Thess. ii, 
11, 12, with the sentiments he advocated: 
‘For this cause, God shall send them strong 
delusion, that they should believe a lie, that 
that they all might be damned,” &e. Upon 
setting himself to the task, he found it impos- 
sible to accomplish it ina manner at all satis- 
factory to himself.

MISSION TO THE ASHANTEES, 


The Ashantees are a powerful nation in | 


Western Africa, contiguous to the Gold Coast, 
—the capital being 130 miles in a direct line 
from the coast, at Cape Const Castle, one of 
the British possessions. The population is 
estimated to be more than 4,000,000, and that 
of Coomassie, the capital, 70,000. They were 
brought into contact with the British in’ war 
some years ago, At the termination of hos- 
tilities, two of their young princes were given 
up as hostages; who, having received a Chris- 
tian education and become, it is hoped, sin- 
cere believers in the truth, are now about to 
return to their country. 

In this state of things Mr. Freeman, a Wes- 
leyan missionary at Cape Coast, (where and 
in the vicinity, there are 600 converts from 
heathenism) made a visit of exploration and 
inquiry to the Ashantee country, with a view 
to wissionary operations. We have just 


received from London a copy of the Mission- 
ary Notices containing a journal of this tour, 
with extracts of letters, &ce. which show that, 
even among that terrible and bloody people, 
missions may be established with good hope of 
a favorable reception. 

Mr. Freeman took with him an interpreter, 
and several! native Christians, and bad a Jetter 
from the British Governor to the King of 
Ashantee. He left the Coast Jan. 29, 1839, 
and proceeded through the Fantee and Assin 
country, in which he found abundant evidence 
of the beneficial influence of British power and 
commerce, 

On Sunday, Feb. 10, being in the Ashantee 
country and at the residence of one of the 
chiefs, Mr, Freeman preached through bis in- 
terpreter:— 

* Solemnity sat on their faces, and the deep- 
est attention was paid to the grand and awful 
truths which were laid before them: every 
minute almost did they utter a hearty Eou, 
“Yes,” by way of giving their assent. At the 
conclusion of the sermon, Corintchie and bis 
Captains said it was a © good palaver.” On 
my telling them that I had not laid before 
them a thousandth part. of the sublime truths 
contained in the Bible, they said they should 
| like to hear more of them; and especially what 
Yancumpon, * God,” liked, and what he dis- 
| liked; and seemed much pleased when I told 
them I should be happy to preach to them 
again whenever they pleased, 

Kuowing their jealous disposition, I thought 
it prudent to make thetn as sensible as I pos- 
sibly could of the disinterested character of my 
mission. I therefore told them, that it was my 
love to God and the souls of my fellow crea- 
tures, which caused me to leave my happy na- 
tive land behind me, and come among them; 
and that this love was the fruit of my having 
embraced Christianity, as [| was once as igno- 
rant of practical religion as they were, and did

not feel the desire to benefit my fellow men 
until T had repented of my own sins, and turn- 
; ed to God. On hearing this, they were struck 
| with astonishment, and said that the religion 


| which I thus recommended to them from prac- | 


| tical experience, was good, ‘There were about 
five hundred persons present.” 

| Being detained here some weeks by the jeal- 

ousy of the king and chiefs, Mr. Freeman be- 








came much acquainted with many of the people, | 


and had frequent opportunity to preach the gos- 
pel, and also to observe their horrid customs: 
* Tuesday 19th.—Last night a sister of Co- 
rintchie died, after a long sickness. Her death 
Was announced by the firing of muskets, and 


the “ mourners going about the streets.) When | 


an Ashantee of any distinction dies, several of 
the deceased’s slaves are sacrificed. ‘This hor- 
rible custom originates: in some shadowy ideas 
of a future state of existence; in which they 
imagine that those whe have departed hence 
stand in need of material food, clothing, &e., 
the same as in the presence world; and that as a 
vast number of concubines, slaves, &e., ure 
the chief marks of superiority among them 
here, so it must also be in a future state. Ac- 
cordingly, as T walked out early in the morn- 
ing, LT saw the mangled corpse of a poor female 
slave, who had been beheaded during the night, 
lying in the public street. Tt was partially 
covered with a common mat, (made from the 
stem of a plaintain tree,) and, as this covering 
is unusual, | concluded that it was thrown over 
it merely in order to bide it from wy view. In 
the vourse of the day Lsaw groups of the na- 
tives dancing around this vietim: of supersti- 
tious cruelty, with all manner of frantic ges- 
tures, appearing to be in the very zenith of 
their happiness. In the evening | was inform- 
ed, that as Corintebie and his Captains did not 
wish me to see any more headless trunks lying 
in the streets, they had not sacrificed any oth- 
er persons during the day, but would most 
probably do so during the night. Lam happy 
to say, however, that Teould not ascertain that 
any wore sacrifices were made. ‘That only 
one person was sacrificed, | believe, resulted 
entirely from my presence in the town, 
Wednesday, 27th.—1 had a long conversa- 
tion with some of the natives on the subject of 
the General Resurrection, and of the injury 
done to their country by human. sacrifices,

| did umbrellas, some of them large enough to 
screen twelve or fourteen persons froin the 
burning rays of the sun, and crowned with im- 
ages of beasts covered with gold, surrounded 
by their troops and numerous attendants.

ly through the midst of this immense assembly, 
touching my hat and waving my hand, except 
| before the King, in whose presence | of course 
stood fur a moment uncovered.

ny seat at a distance, accompanied by my 
people and several respectable Fantee traders 
who are staying in the town, to receive the 
compliments of the King, &e., aceording te 
their usual custom. Alter | had taken my 
seat, the immense mass began to be in motion; 
many of the Chiefs first passed me in succes- 
sion, several of them cordially shaking me by 
the hand, accompanied by their numerous ret- 
inue. ‘Then came the officers of the King’s 
household, his ‘Treasurer, Steward, &Ke., at- 
tended by their people; some bearing on their 
heads massive pieces of silver-plate, others 
carrying in their hands gold swords and canes, 
native stools, neatly carved and almost cov- 
ered with gold and silver, and tobacco-pipes 
richly decorated with the same precious ma- 
terials. In this ostentatious display, | also 
saw what was calculated to harrow up the 
strongest and most painful feelings,—the royal 
executioners, bearing the blood stained stools 
on which hundreds, and perhaps thousands of 
human victims have been sacrificed by decap- 
itation, and also the large death-drum, which 
is beaten at the moment when the fatal knife 
severs the head from the body, the very sound of 
which carries with ita thrill of horror.” This 
rude ivstrument, connected with which ure the 
most dreadful associations, Was literally cov- 
ered with dried clots of blood, and decorated 
(awful sight!) with the jaw bones and skulls 
of human victims. Then followed the King, 
Quacoe Dooah, under the shade of three splen- 
did umbrellas, the cloth of which was silk vel- 
vet of different colors, supported by some of 
his numerous attendants. The display of gold 
which I witnessed, as his Majesty passed, was 
truly astonishing. After the King, followed 
the other Chiefs, and lastly the main body of 
the troops. This immense procession oceu- 
pied an hour and a half in passing before me. 

suppose the number of persons which I 
saw collected together exceeded forty thousand, 
including a great number of females. The 
Wrists of some of the Chiefs were so heavily 
laden with gold ornaments, that they rested 
their arms on the shoulders of some of their 
attendants, 

The appearance of this procession was ex- 
ceedingly grand and imposing. The contrast 
between the people themselves, and their large 
umbretlas (seventy in number) of various col- 
ors, Which they waved and jerked up and 
down in the air, together with the dark green 
foliage of the large banyan trees, under and 
among which they passed, formed a scene of 
that novel and extraordinary character, which 
I feel unable to describe. 

Ipril 6. ‘This morning I received infor- 
mation that the King had lost one of his rela- 
tions by death, and that in consequence there- 
of, four human victims were already sacrificed, 
and their mangled bodies lying in the streets. 

Throughout the day I heard the horrid sound 
of the death-drum, and was informed in the 
evening, that about twenty-five human victims 
had been sacrificed; some in the town, and 
some in the surrounding villages, the heads of 
those killed in the villages being brought into 
the town in baskets, [fear there will be more 
of this awful work tomorrow. 

Saturday, 6th.—This morning I again talk- 
ed of walking out into the town, when Apoko 
informed me that more sacrifices would be 
made during the day, and that To must not go 
out until tomorrow, In the evening I learned 
that several more human vietims had been 
sacrificed during the day, but could not ascer- 
tain the exact number. The most accurate 
necount I could obtain was, that fifteen more 
: = on making a total of Forty iN TWo 

While speaking to Apoko, I did not fuil to 
remind hin that the law of God forbids this 
awful practice, and that they were under a 
great error in supposing that the persons sae- 
rificed would attend on the deceased relative 
of the King in some other state of existence, 

‘These poor victims were allowed to lie 
naked and exposed in the street, until they be- 
gan to swell like dead dogs; and such is the 
callous state of mind in which the people 
live, that many were walking about amony the 
putrefying bodies smoking their pipes with as- 
tonishing indifference.” 

We cannot pursue these details. Enough 
has been given to show how literally these 
dark places of the earth are full of the habita- 
tions of cruelty. 

The favorable impression made upon the 
king and people by the visit may be inferred 
from a letter written sometime after Mr. Free- 
man’s return, Under date of Sept. 17, 1839, 
he says:— 

“The results of my Mission to Ashantee 
are now beginning to be manifest. The King, 
I hear from good authority, is becoming anx- 
ious respecting the establishment of a school 
in Coomassie, and is expecting me to pay him 
another visit; and many of the Ashantees who 
beeame acquainted with me during my late 
visit, call at the Mission-house to see me, when 
they come down to Cape Coast. A brother of 
Corintchie has this morning paid me a visit, 
presenting Corintchie’s regards, and stating 
that they will be very happy to see me in Ashan- 
tee again,” 

On receiving this intelligence a special sub- 
scription was immediately opened in London 
for the Ashantee mission. ‘The committee re- 
gard these missions on the coast of Africa as 
powerful auxiliaries to the efforts about to be 
made on Mr. Buxton’s plan for the abolition 
of the slave trade by means of operations in 
Africa. To show how Christianized Ilack 
men may be expected to diffuse the principles 
and influence of religion in the heart of the 
country, Mr. Freeman states the following:— 

“The trading habits of many of our mem- 
bers cause them to travel hundreds of miles 
into the interior, To these trading places they 
carry the word of life; and Tam glid to say, 
that the Lord blesses their humble exertions in 
giving them “souls for their hire.” Incredi- 
ble as the following incident may appear, the 
fact is not the less certain. While | was in 
Coomassie, one of these converts to Christian- 
ity from the interior, applied to me for Chris- 
tian Baptism. As | found, during his exam- 
ination, every proof of a sincere desire and 
purpose to live as a true disciple of Christ, I, 
of course, granted his request; and publicly 
baptized him in the presence of many A-han- 
tees. Surely, Ethiopia is stretching out her 
hands to God.” 

Mr. Freeman and other missionaries on the 
coast urge the importance of preparing a na- 
tive agency. ‘The climate is so unfavorable 
to the efliciency and to the lives of Europeans, 
that it seems an imperious duty to prepare 
blacks forthe work as fast possible. ‘Their eon- 
stitution is adapted to the climate, and they 
ure fitted in their family resemblance, by person 
and character, to secure the confidence 
reach the hearts of the bleeding nations 
swarm through the interior.
